ance of Mr. Wilkie Collins' now dra- 
; ma, "Rank and Riches," is still a mat- 
^ tor of lively discu.ssion. All through 
the third act the risibility and imjia- 
tienco of the audience bail much in- 
, creased, and on the fall of the curtain 
I at tho end of it, much to their ast,)n. 
I ibhment, Mr. Anson, who played the 
' pirt of a refugee canary doctor, ap|iear 
led before it to make a speech. He 
'iinimenced I'V sjiying he ajipeareil as 
an apologi.sl, anil tlien clennmdeil tbe 
i-ause of tin? biMmviour of the audience. 
A storm of lii.sapproviil broke f(n-ili 
-Mr. Anson then, in a most e.xciird 
manner, bi'gged to recall lo the au- 
' dience ihat he and his a.saociatca weio 
' endeavouring to do their best for a 
"grand man and novelist." Ili-i-i- 
there was a lieaity liurst of up 
plause, which .should lusluntlv have 
convinced Mr. .\ uson t ii.i t ibej;(isition 
and the righis of ilie audience were 
' unassailable. Mr. An.non, liovvever, 
had completely lost his head; he contin 
I ued in the same violent strain, Ijut on 
ly a few of liis reniui-ks rouM he 
heard amid the uproar.

wan'l lo be leclure(l. ' ( )thers joined \ 
in the colloquy, but the remainder of 
this extraordinaiy and unri-hearsecl 
scene was enacted amidst lriuglil(»r, 
jeer.i, hl.-.strs, and applau.^e. The fourth 
act pioceedcil with lau n .^iigln dimin 
utioli (jt the demoHslrations, iuid at 
the end, in res|)onse to a saivustic- c:ill 
for the author, Mr. AnsOn again up 
peared and said iluit .Mr. (Jollins was 
not in the housu--a fact for which 
every rigbt-ihinkiiii; nuui must have 
felt gratefu!. The fact i.s that the au- 
dience was patient and entirely unbiass- 
ed, and prepared to recei\ e the piece 
with the respect due to so well known 
a novelist as Wr. Wilkie Collins. 
Their laughter wa.s entirely s[)ont;in 
eous, and was cau.sed solely' by its ab- 
surdities. The story is as follows; — 
An earl's daughter and her maid are in 
iove with the same young man. There 
is another maid, whose name her lady- 
ship assumes in an inn parlour at a 
meeting of London Bociali8t.s; an elder- 
ly duke, who surrenders his aflBanced 
bride, the earl's daughter, to a lawyer's 
cterk, who early in the piece has the 
misfortune to have one of his ribs 
broken in ber ladyship's defence; and 
the Italian refugee, who makes his liv- 
ing by doctoring sick birds. .Such are 
some of the incidents and characters 
of a play which the performers had tliu 
misfortune to represent, antl which the 
novelist had the unaccountable and as- 
tonishing im])ul;so to conceive. That 
he should haAC conceived such a ])iece 
and that the manager of the liiealre 
could have allowed the reputation of 
the novelist to dazzle his eyes, and that 
so experienced an actor should have 
comudlted the iiuliscrotion of challeng 
ing an audience to ex[)res.s its feeling.s, 
are mvsteries of literature and of hu 
man nature which only some grt^at 
philosopher could solve. It is a long 
time s:nce such a scene has lipen vvit- 
ncssed in a London theatre.

The old world is increasing its pupula- 
tioa aluoat faster than its inuana of main- 
taining them and there ia consequently a 
vast fosSy bf Rilman energy which finds 
icopo for its action with difliculty, and 
c4n~'only ' hope for relief in tho natural 
overflow of emigration, though even this 
is retarded to some extent by the want of 
means, in spite of all the aid tliat is 
rendered. The want of the new world is 
peoM^',to,inh»bit it and cultivate it, so it 
may be said tbat the ovll and the remedy 
lie side by side. So pressing has beL>n 
the want of population with some colonics, 
notably Australia, timt they have oven 
dofrayed tho ospcnses of einiaranta tlioin- 
■elves, bosidoB spending largo sums in 
agencea .,and, disseminating information 
regarding the proapeota they had to ofler. 
At one time there was quite a com petition 
in the emigration market. Nor has east- 
ern Canada neglected her opportunities 
ia regard to tliis matt or for, in spite of 
the severest clrniatej her nearness to the 
home market gave her very great advan- 
tages, as an adult emigrant could be 
broBghgaiifo|aH%rt|>^ Voyage at an 
espenso ot'Ei oVloss, thanks to the coni- 
potian of the diflereiit steamship com 
paniea. In this way the older provinces 
have been gradually populated. While 
this was being accomplished, now vistas 
opened westward in Manitoba, and the 
first iiidieationa of the coming tide have 
oven reached British Columbia, which 
just now presents greater advantages than 
any other field, from tho fact that its 
climate as a wlialo is superior to any on 
tho continent, being free from tho droughts 
of California, the rains of Oregon or tho 
extremes of temperature of eastern Can- 
ada. This is a great deal to say; and 
slthough the agricultural landp are not 
unlimited, Ihey are fertile and enjoy 
freedom from those •intermittent scourges 
which abound elsewhere. There is no 
such thing as a failure of crops. This 
select field is now almost untouched; sonio 
portions of it are even unknown, and it 
would not be difficult to imagine the new- 
ly>amY.6<l immigrant of the future looking 
down on the fine farms or cattle ranges of 
some fertile valley and wi.shing ho liad 
come a little earlier. To explore llie 
country requires a little time and money, 
but even aomo weeks ago there was one 
such fertile vuUey, whose existence was 
oven doubted, discoveredj explored and 
marked for settlement. There are doubt - 
less many others. Until the present 
govenmient came irito office there wa.i 
nothing done towards settling tliu coun- 
try, but now an excellent guide book re- 
plete with necessary information and con- 
fining itself to the statement of sober 
facts is mailed to the enquirer and an 
eBicient imtnigration agont well acquaint- 
ed with the resources i\nd features of the 
country is to bo found in his oflico ready 
to give tho best advice and information to 
the .newly,-arrived, as well as tu otiiers 
alraidy'ita' the country who are anxious to 
settle on lapd. It will be first come first 
served, and " those who are an.tiou8 fur 
land have only to occupy it in the local- 
ities open for settlement. Nor is tlio far- 
mer the only imnn'gnuit theru is room 
foDj iJrhB'fitst. class artizau is. not usually 
a rflaQ*giveu|i ^jjandering roiand, becauau 
lie has no need— fie oaii command liis 
price at home; yet there are openings for 
such nicn.in British CiiUiinbia though the 
supply of tho second class article is pro- 
bably equal to the demand. To tiio ad- 
venturous manufacturer it might be told 
that there is not a woolen mill in the pro- 
vince, though- there iq lots of wool of 
suitaible quedity . There are other branches 
of manufacture which might be success- 
fully established. Five years from now 
the province will doubtle.ss be in a very 
different state from what it ia at present. 
The railway will then be open, the faro 
will-probably be put down to the lowest 
rate; and the traveller and tourist, tho 
capitalist, the dissatisfied man and the 
adventurer will pour in upon us, as well 
as tho steady going immigrant, and among 
all the.se there will be sharp men who will 
see chances where others can see none, 
and everything that ia worth having either 
in land, mines and tishoriea or openings 
in other branches of industry, will be 
speedily appropriated. The few years 
that may intorveno before this poriod will 
therefore bo the most favorable time for 
tho advent of tho substantial immigrant 
of limited means, and tho opportunity 
once lost ean never return, for there is 
only one British Columbia, and there are 
fe«T if any fields unoccupied which to-day 
offer the same advantages.

The steamship Madras, which arrived 
hero yesterday nioriiing, 14 days from 
Honolulu, attempted to enter the harbor 
without a pilot, when jn^it at. tho en- 
trance slie j^Tounded, .which stopped her 
onward course, luckily for the city, as 
otherwise aho might have come alongside 
one of the wharves before she could have 
been prevented by the health lOfBcer; 
which might havQ])roved "^a^ veiry feeriouB 
thing for the city, as tho vessel had two 
cases of small poi on board and does not 
carry a clean bill of health. It appears 
she left China with passongora and freight 
for Uanoliiluaiid Victoria, but on tho 
voyayo to lIuuuUilii the fell disease, small 
po.x, developed itself among the Chinese, 
and un Juno 2lid aa luaiiy aa thirteen 
cases were talun ashore at tho last named 
port. The vessel remained there <|ii!ir- 
aiitined for sixty -four days and then li'ft 
with an unclean bill of health and the 
two cases aforementioned, which devel- 
oped themselves before the departure of 
the steamer and yul were not taken to the 
hospital but allowed to remainon board. 
Tho Madras waa boarded by Dr. Jackson 
at the mouth of the harbor and ho, acting 
under instructiLiiis from the collector of 
cnstoiu.'i, orderi'd the vessel into nuaran- 
tine. The two infected Ohiiiainen were 
brought ashore at .six o'cU.'ck last eveiiiiii; 
and placed in the [icst house on the In- 
dian reservation, whore they vvill be at- 
tended to by ii white man ongaged for 
that iiiirpo.se. The enptiiiu, mates and 
chief engineer are white inoii, hut the 
crow ig composed of 40 Chiiiiiuiori. Slie 
briiig.^ 1315 Chinese passengers for this 
port; amongst whom, under the care of 
an old hag, are six young women, brought 
here for an only too evident purpose. 
Two hundred tons of the vesstd's freight 
and all her passengor.i are consigned to 
Turner, Heetou it Cu. Tlie collector of
